(Amended) A process for producing antibodies to 
cholesteryl ester transfer protein (CETP)/ in a mammal that 
comprises the steps of : 

(a) immunizing sa£d mammal with an inoculum 
containing a vehicle in which is dissolved or dispersed a 
recombinant DNA molecule comprising a DNA sequence that eonta-ins 
(i) a sequence encoding a CETP immunogen linked to .(ii) a 
promoter sequence that controls the expression of said CETP 
immunogen DNA sequence in sadya mammal, said CETP immunogen 
[being] comprising an antigahic carrier to whic h is covalently 
bonded one or more immunogenic polypeptides [having] comprising 

CETP amino acid residue/ sequence of about 10 to about 3 0 
residues [, said immunization providing an amount of said 
recombinant DNA molecules sufficient to induce antibodies to 
CETP] ; and 

) maintaining said immunized mammal for a 
time period sufficient for the production of antibodies that 
bind to cetp , thereby producing antibodies- 




3 . (Amended) A process for increasing the 
cdncentrktion of HDL cholesterol in tne blood of a mammal whose 
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blood contains cholesteryl ester transfer protein (CETP) that 
comprises the steps of: / 

(a) immunizing said/mammal with an inoculum 
containing a vehicle in which is dissolved or dispersed a 
recombinant DNA molecule comprising a DNA sequence that contains 

(i) a sequence encoding a CETP immunogen linked to (ii) a 
promoter sequence that controls Zae expression of said .CETP 
immunogen DNA sequence in said m&mmal, said CETP immunogen 

[being] comprising an antigenic/ carrier to which is covalently 
bonded one or more immunogenic polypeptides [having] comprising 
a CETP amino acid residue sequence of abou t 10 to about 30 
residues [, said immunizati/on providing an amount of said 
recombinant DNA molecule sufficient to induce antibodies to 
CETP] ; and / 

(by maintaining said immunized mammal for a 
time period sufficient for said CETP immunogen to be expressed 
and for the production of antibodies that bind to CETP and 
lessen the transfer/ of cholesteryl esters from HDL , thereby 
reducing the HDL concentration. 



9. (Amended) The process according to claim 8 wherein 
said exogenous antigenic carrier polypeptide is selected from 
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the group consisting of [hepatitis B core protein] 
thyroglobuliUl, tetanus toxoid, and diphtheria toxoid, 





17. (Amended) An Mioculum that comprises a 
tecombinant DNA molecule comprising a DNA sequence that contains 
(i) a sequence encoding a /CETP immunogen linked to (ii) a 
prompter, .sequence that controls the expression of said CETP "
